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Police Recruiting Mandate Is Target Of Subtle Plot

cerned black citizens to suspect that ulterior motives 
gave rise to the comments. r 

Under an order of U:S. District Judge Robert M. 
Duncan, 45 percent of every police class must be 
minorities until the entire number of minorities in the 
police division equals their number in the city, ap- 
proximately 18.5 percent. - 

The city, following a massive recruitment program, 
met the 45 percent mandate in its police class last year. 
But the most- recent class will fall far short of minimum of 
blacks set by the court. , 

Failure to reach the black quota brought numerous 
explanations from, various city officials, police division 
leaders, the Civil. Service Commission and the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP). All the statements suggested that 
the 45 percent goal is far out of reach of the city. 

Mayor Tom Moody asserted that “we did everything

to get minority persons to take the tests,” in lamenting 
the city’s failure. 

Moody further said it is ironic in times of high unem- 
ployment and after the recruiting campaigns that blacks 
stil won't apply for jobs offering goodie LLinty 
and excellent fringe benefits. 

The FOP in what many blacks fee! was a subtle ap- 
proach to undermining the court order, voiced objection 
in City Council to the use-of auxiliary police officers in 
city police work. To bring the police force closer to the 
required strength, the City set up a plan to use auxiliary 
police-to ride cruisers with city officers. = 

Later, at a regular FOP meeting, according to one of 
its members, the real objection to the auxiliary police 
use was laid before the body. Without the auxiliary 
assistance, the workload of the’ one-man cruiser would 
become so heavy that.the public would raise a how! loud 
enough to attract the attention of City Hall, FOP main- 
ained.

Crawford, the black community is suggesting, voiced 
the sentiments of the FOP, Moody and various elements 
of the power structure.

In rebuttal to the argument that the city has been 
unable to recruit enough blacks to meet the court order,. 
the blacks claim that 315 blacks who passed the written 
tests were not considered in the last class.

William B. Saxbe, recen- 
tly retired Ambassador to 
India, delivered an address 
in Columbus last Friday 
that reflected many of 
America’s —_ shortcomings 
and accentuated various 
elements which made it the 
greatest nation on earth.

In his address entitled 
“The Wave of the Future,” 
Saxbe said socialism and 
collectivism are being 
touted worldwide as that

other. free enterprise, 
democratic eties: will 
be hard ‘pr to fight it: 


Warning against submit- 
ting to~ collectivism here, 
Saxbe said that any 
government that tries to 
dictate -wages, prices, and 
production assumes power 
incompatible with freedom. 

He noted that there is 
something inherently

protect you... turn over 
your rights to freedom to 
us and we'll prevent failure 
for you.” 

He asserted that freedom 
to fail and try again is one 
of the prime factors that 
has made America great.

Tanya Keys, 2189 Jeffer- 
son Ave., said: “Maybe 
students. could go to 
school from 1 p,m. ‘until 6 
p.m. during the warmer 


hours of the day. Or maybe 
just switch the whole 
calendar around so. that 
Students have the winter 
months off, to conserve’ 
gas.’ 

Ms. Keys stated that she 
would probably just stay at 
home, or maybe visit some 
friends and relatives. ‘‘l 
wouldn't mind doing 
homework assignments 
given out by my teachers 
for the time we are out of 
school,"’ she added. 

Linden-McKinley _ Prin- 
cipal Will Anderson said 
that the school just had a 
half million dollar “coal 
furnace system" installed. 
“We are a part of the 
schoo! system, and would 
have to close even though 
we use an alternative fuel 
for heating.'’ Anderson 
also stated that closing the 
schools wouldn't help the 
school athletic ‘program. 

The students all agreed 
that-they wouldn't want the 
schools to close. But the 
natural gas shortage has 
taken its tolf on industry 
and the home consumer. 
The -Columbus Public 
Schools may be next.

Merchants Singing Blues 
Over Gas Allotment. Cut

Area businessmen hit 
harder than most home- 
owners by the 30 per cent 

~Oor more reduction in gas 
allotments- balked. or sang 
the blues Tuesday in dis- 
cussing the curtailment's 
overall impact in a CALL & 
POST survey. 

Results reveal that while 
most have reluctantly com- 
plied, others will remain 
steadfast at ‘staying com- 
fortable..for the same 
price." 

Six—-proprietors-(or-their 
representatives) all dis- 
tributors of The CALL & 
POST, were posed with 
questions pertaining to 
how such gas cutbacks 
could affect store hours, 
layoffs, employees, and the 
overall survival of their re- 
spective businesses. 

Responses follow: 

Car! Brown Sr., owner of 
Carl Brown's IGA, 1315 Mt. 
Vernon Ave., said due_to 
the shortage, his 24 hour 
foodliner now closes Sun- 
day nights at 1 a.m. and 
opens at 6 the following 
morning. 

Brown, who keeps the 
store's thermostats at a

‘cent, the -store would be 
forced to close one or two 
days a week. He added the 
possibility of closing at 10 
p.m. each evening is also 
looming overhead. 

Brown said several of his 
employees have called in 
sick path colds directly 
from their working environ- 
ment. The respected com- 
munity leader termed it 
“the boomerang... effect''- 
since some jobs cannot be 
done properly in colder 
temperatures. “How can 


you wash a shelf at 60 de- 


grees?” he queried: 

Brown retorted, “What 
aggravates me is that some 
states have ample gas, al- 
though federal government 
is letting us down by not 
allowing those states to 
help us out." 

Marvin (Sergeant) Reed, 
owner of Reed's Variety 
Store, 885 St. Clair Ave., 
says the gas curtailment 
hasn't had an efiect on his 
corner--store because his 
thermostat will stay at 70 
degrees. Reed stated the 
reason he'll continue 
paying gas bills for $179 
per month is to stay com- 
fortable. 

He related the same fur- 

nace for the store heats 
four—upstairs—apartments: 
Reed said he would com- 
ply with a government per- 
son who would possibly 
personally come to the 
store and order him to turn 
down the temperature. 
However, he'd turn the 
switch back up as soon as 
he leaves. 
“Pharmacist Stanley J. 
Brue, manager at Gray's 
Drug Store, 21 N. Nelson 
Rd., said his store's in 
compliance with the 60° - 
mandate. He noted 60 de- 
grees setiing was done 
three weeks ago. and last 
year as well.

It iS almost too incredible to believe, 
bul it is true. Ninety one of the 155 black 
Columbus police._recruit— applicants, 
flunked the test because of poor reading 
Skills : 

And-since- approximately 78 per cent of 
those that failed, are products of the 
Columbus Public School System, this is a 
Serious indictment against the schools. A 
job analysis last year indicated that a 
police officer needs at least a 12th grade 
reading comprehensive level. 

Further evidence that black students 
are getting the short end of the school 
'eaching stick, is reflected by the fact 
that approximately 82 per cent of white 
applicants who-took the test passed (560 
out of 676) in comparison to the 41 per 
cent passing rate among blacks. The 
reason is simple, most-of the whites at- 
fended schools outside the inner city, 


Tony Warren, the city’s minority 
recruitment officer, expressed concern 


~as~to~why-nearly-two-thirds-of the~total 


minority applicants who took the civil 
service test, flunked. He frankly at- 
tributed the problem to being a lack of 
be id reading and comprehensive 
skills. 

Warren, in effect, blamed the school 
system for turning out students who are 
unable to read above the elementary 
grade level. And the failure of the 91 
blacks to pass a simple reading test is 
substantial evidence for returning the in- 
dictment of gross negligence and a 
blatant dereliction of responsibility 
agaist the Columbus Public Schoo! 
System,

Republicans Move South 


With the election of Senator Howard H. 
Baker, Jr., as the Republican-Minority 
Leader in the U.S. Senate, and the selec- 
tion of William E. Brock as the Republican 
National Committee Chairman, both men 
being from Tennessee, the Republican 
Party has finally moved South. 

With the election of Jimmy Carter as 
president and, the titular head of the 
Democratic party, the South, for the first 
time in history now effectively controls 
both major political parties. 

Since the Eisenhower administration, 
the Republicans have seen their numbers 
and effectiveness gradually eroded to a 
point that now nationally, it is a minority in 
most of the states in the nation. Eight 
years of Nixon cemented this. , 

Gerald Ford, asa non elected president, 


was a nice, pious man who had neither the | 


qualities or the stomach for political 
leadership. 

Since the “Southern strategy” was 
adopted as a modus operandi by the 
Republican party, its emphasis and direc- 
tion has been a restoration of lily-white. 
southernism. 

The. vote-George- Wallace -got,. excited 

the Republicans and made them think that 
the party could establish itself as a major 
party in the South. They knew that the 
Wallace. following was lily-white and ultra 
conservative. Yet the party leaders were 
naive enough to think that men like Bo 
Calloway of Georgia, Strom Thurman of 
South Carolina and John Tower of Texas 
could evolve a victory strategy without the 
Black vote. 

This just didn't work. Now, despite the 
licking Jimmy Carter gave them, they still 
seem to believe that they can win with a 
lily-white policy in the South. 

How ‘stupid can the Republicans be? 
The Negro vote is Democratic not because 
of preference, but because of necessity. 
Thousands of Black voters are sick and 
disgusted with the Democratic party, but 
the dumb Republicans haven't political 
sense enough to offer them a reason for 
change. 

Since the twenties when Henry Lincoln 
Johnson of Atlanta, Ga., and Perry Howard 
of Mississippi were members of the 
Republican National Committee,-no- Negro 
has had a meaningful association with this 
top Republican organization. 

The. Democrats, despite the South, 
liberalized its rules and provided for Negro 
members. The Republicans have kept the 
door tightly shut against Black represen- 
tation. 


Once before the Republicans went to

‘The Republicans have been so busy 
looking for white votes in thé South that 
they have failed to see that the growing 
Black vote outside the South has turned 
what used to be Republican strongholds 
in the North into bulwarks of Democratic 
strength. So, they have not won what they 
sought, but have lost what they had. 

The demoralization of the Republican, 
party is certain to continue under its new 
leadership, Neither Baker nor Brock have 
anything in their public record that in- 
dicates in the least that they even know 
there is such’ a thing as a Negro vote.

The only assets the Republicans have to 
exploit for Negro support, is Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke of Mass., the only Negro U.S. 
Senator since Reconstruction. And, 
despite the fact that Senator Brooke has 
been reelected for a second term, at no 
time since he has been in the Senate, has 
the Republican party fully recognized him. 
At the Kansas City Republican Conven- 
tion, Senator Brooke was virtually ignored 
by the Ford and Reagan forces. On the 
other hand, the Democrats gave the top 
su apons spot to Barbara Jordan who was 
only a congressman. Whether he was 
asked to or not, the facts are that Senator 
Brooke played no part in the 1976 
presidential campaign. | certainly don't 
blame him. 

The Republicans, if they have studied 
the 1976 election figures at all, must know 
by now. that there is-no hope for them in 
the South unless they can split the Black 
vote, Certainly the Republicans won't 
recapture their lost northern states without 
winning the Negro vote. So, it seems no 
matter which way they turn, the 
Republicans will-remain victoriess without 
a real, honest to goodness ‘Black 
Strategy”. 

With the present hopeless state of con- 
fusion, they are in now, embracing such a

Bell Faces More Opposition 


On the day of his inaugural, the United 
States Senate quickly approved ten of 
President Carter's nominees to cabinet 
and top economic posts, but that.of three 
others was held up because of opposition 
from various senators. 


In the forefront of controversy is the ap- 
pointment of Griffin B. Bell, President Car- 
ter's close friend and nominee for Attorney 
General. The most formidable opposition 
comes from the senate’s only Black mem- 
ber, Edward R. Brooke (R. Mass) who says 
he wanted to take more time to review the 
full record of ‘the southerner before 
casting his vote. 


Bell has also drawn opposition from the 
American Jewish Congress, which has 
urged ‘the most comprehensive 
examination of his personal and 
professional history be undertaken before 
a vote is held.” 


Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg, president of the 
Congress, said in telegrams to members of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee that his

“Should new information develop con- 
trary to what the hearings have revealed 
thus far,” Rabbi Hertzberg said, “we will of 
course reconsider our position.”

Such a man. can- 
not inspire confidence and respect.” 


In his telegram, Rabbi Hertzberg said: 
“We do not for a moment question Mr. 
Bell's sincerity as he pledges fairness and 
justice for all should he be confirmed as 
Attorney General of the United States. 


“But that office is too important to per- 
mit confirmation. on the basis of promises 
and his pleas to ‘take me on faith.’

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Bowen Top Bill Sponsor 


States Sen. William F. Bowen, (D-Cincinnati) broke 
ahead of his fellow Senators in the Category of in. 
troducing bills in the three week old 112th Ohio 
General Assembly. = 

When the -tegisiature recessed on Jan. 12 to allow 
members to attend the inauguration for President 
Jimmy Carter, nine of the 25 bills introduced by the 
other 32 members were sponsored by the obviously 
“busy Mr. Bowen. : 

Bowen, chairman. of the powerful Senate Com- 
merce and Labor Committee, is the architect of five of 
the first seven bills dropped into the Senate hopper. 
His first measure, S.B. 3, proposes an amendment to 
section 124.26 of the Revised Code relative to state 
and county employees who pass civil service 
examinations. 

A companion bill, S.B. 4, would amend section 
4112.04 of the Revised Code to require the state and 
its subdivisions that have established affirmative ac- 
tion programs to file annual reports with the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission. 

Another Bowen measure which may not appeal to 
the fancy of the average car owner, S.B. 5, would up 
the state license tax on passenger cars from $10 to 


$25. 

In a related bill, S.B. 6, if approved, persons con- * 
victed of operating a motor vehicle.while theif licen- 
ses were under suspension for violation of the finan- 
cial responsibility law would be required to serve a 
three-day jail sentence. 

S.B. 7 proposes to regulate commercial tran- 
sactions in rental information. After presenting the 
five pieces of legislation, the former Cincinnati 
NAACP leader paused briefly before dumping more 
bills in the hopper. , 

S.B. 17 calls for the creation of two judicial districts 
in the Ham:lton County Municipal Court for election 
of judges. Under the measure, four additional judges 
would be elected to the court. It also would empower 
the Cincinnati City Council to appoint the court clerk. 

S.B. 18 would amend several sections of the 
Revised Code to authorize school district. boards to 
contract with mass transit systems for transportation 
of pupils. A regional transit authority in rural areas of 
the state would be created by the bill. 

Finally, Bowen submitted $.B. 19, which provides 
for the addition of two faculty and two student 
representatives to the board of trustees of state uni- 
versities.

The struggle of the cities to survive continues, but 
unless some changes are made in the way funds are 
distributed by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, that struggle will become a lot tougher 
in the coming Years. ass te. — at 

Under the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974, federal urban programs including Model 
Cities and urban renewal, were consolidated into a 
new Community Development Bloc Grant Program. 

Funds that were allocated to cities for specific 
projects or developments in the past were now lum- 
ped together to be distributed to cities and some 
counties on the basis of a formula that included 
poverty, overcrowded housing and general 
population. The number of grant recipients has in- 
creased by 50 percent, diluting the available funds. 

Like the revenue sharing program, such a 
distribution system has an inherent flaw in that money 
would not go to the places that need it most or to 
places that demonstrated the capability of using it for 
needed programs. To deal with the likelihood that 
many cities, especially the largest and neediest, 
would suffer drastic cuts in federal funds, lawmakers 
inserted a “hold harmless” proviso. 

This meant that for three years after enactment of 
the bill, no city would get less grant money than it 
averaged in the five years preceding the change in 
the law. The three years are up, this year. From here 
on in, unless there's a change in the law, federal 
funds to those cities will be phased down gradually 
until, by 1980; no city would get a.dime more than it is 
entit'ad to under the standard formula. ; 

What this means is that urban centers still reeling 
from general recession, from federal cutbacks, from 
deteriorating housing stock, and from ‘general 
paralysis of new construction, face a new round of 

.£uts_in.the scarce dollars they get from Washington.

dollars of the 
community development bloc grants went to 
metropolitan cities, primarily to the central cities. This 

~-year, the split will_be about three-out-of four dollars to 
central. cities, one out of four to suburbs. 

But then the ratio will continue to change, to the 
disadvantage of the central cities. By 1980, they'll be 
getting only a little over half the funds. 

There will be a regional shift as well, with the hard- 
pressed older cities of the Northeast losing and newer 
cities in the South and: West gaining. Since such 
older cities are already suffering the effects of disin- 
vestment, loss of jobs and increasing poverty, that 
means they'll have less.funds- with which to deal with 
their problems. And that in turn means yet another 
round of disinvestment, job loss, and higher poverty 
rates. 

That's a prescription for urban suicide. One of the 
prime jobs facing the new Congress is revision of the 
allocation formula for community development funds 
to avert the disaster facing the older, poorer cities. 

There's another side to this too. Cities are not using 
the money they presently get for programs in poorer 
neighborhoods. Bloc grants are being diverted from 
lower income to high income neighborhoods. 

Much of the activity now going on in poorer neigh- 
borhoods represents completion of projects begun 
under the old categorical programs, before the 1974 
shift to bloc ‘grants: , 

As these are phased out, fewer and fewer resources 
will be coming into the urban neighborhoods most in 
need of help under bloc grants. Washington has not 
intervened in any city's spending plans, even though 
the law mandates that the primary beneficiaries of the 
program be low and moderate income <

In four years 
of conducting screenings, 
she and her staff achieved 
a 100 percent-follow- 
through for three of those 
years. This outstanding 
achievement means that all 
children suspected of eye 
defects ip the screenings 
were professionally 
examined for proper treat- 
ment for eye’ problem 
correction. 

Amblyopia, or ‘“‘lazy 
eye”, is the most common 
problem discovered. in 
screenings.._.___among 
preschoolers. The Ohio 
Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness aims to detect 
lazy eye before -a—chiid 
reaches age six—when it is 
often too late to prevent 
permanent damage or even 
blindness. 

Lazy eye is a condition 
where a muscle imbalance 
results in the strong eye's 
doing all the work while 
the weak eye grows 
weaker and may eventually 
stop functioning. ‘‘Pat-- 
ching” the strong eye so 
as to force the weak eye to 
work is the usual treat- 
ment. 

Nancy feels that the 
educational materials of 
the Society geared to 
Cataract, glaucoma, 
diabetic retinopathy. and 
eye accidents will also 
prove useful in her new 
volunteer undertaking.

- The number of women 
earning doctorate degrees

Studies show the num- 
ber of women receiving 
earned doctorates in- 
creased 59 percent from 
1970-71 to 1974-75, going 
from almost 4,600 to nearly 
7,300. In the same period, 
the number of doctorates 
awarded to men declined 
from 27,500 to 26,800. In 
terms of total doctorates 
awarded the proportion of 
women receiving doc- 
torates went from 14 per-
